For the football la not made of 
pigskin at all. In fart, no part of 
the lowly but luscious porker outers 
into its construction. 

Football rovers an- made from the 
material that goes to make your lient 
shoes— calfskin. And only the very 
heat grade of skin is used for go 0 d 



balls. Cheap balls, such as kids buy 
at the corner store, are made of 
sheepakin. The bladder which is in 
the ball is rubber. 

A visit to the factory where the 
greatest number of footballs are 
turned out elicits more interesting in- 
formation. For instance, u shop 
sage says that the reason the ball is 
called pigskin is that in the old 
big I dayB a pig's bladder was used to give 
I buoyancy to the ball. The bladder 



factory after special treatment. The 
slightest flaw in a hide means rejec- 
tion. 

In the cutting room skill la requir- 
ed to prevent waste. Cutting is done 
with machinery.

Experience teaches that one's text- 
books are the best reference books 
not only In college, but in after 
years while engaged in engineering 
practice. By studying a book dally 
for a term one becomes familiar with 
it; he knows where to find things in 
it anil he understands its limitations, 
i In busy times, when it becomes nec- 
essary to make use of a reference 
'book, ttie old textbook with its mar- 
ginal notea and its familiar dia- 
grams, formulas, and most import- 
ant of all, with its familiar nota- 
tion, is a great source of help — a 
friend in need. Not uncommon is it 
Mr. ICdir.und Groves. there is a 
! that in making reference to some 
hook in which methods and notations 
are new one becomes entangled in 
the search for the meaning of this 
or that particular letter in the very 
formula that is needed, but because 
the n>eaning is not clear or the sig- 
nificance of the letter Is not stated 
he abandons the book without gett- 
ing the desired information.

But no handbook 
takes the place of a good college 
training coupled with a workable lib- 
rary of technical books upon which 
many hours have'l>een spent in study.
